Church - The Germantown 
Christian Church had its in¬ 
ception in the sorrow of an old 
man upon the occasion of the 
death of his son. Major John 
W. Morford, who died April 
21, 1826. The father, John D. 
Morford, who was a Major in 


the Army of the United States 
during the War of 1812, buried 
his son in a favorable spot on 
his farm just south of German¬ 
town. He then became con¬ 
cerned how he could be sure 
that this grave would be cared 
for through the years and 
some of his friends advised 
him that if he would donate a 
plot for a church building the 
church members would keep 
his grave lot clean. Following 
their advice he deeded one acre 
surrounding the grave lot (Ed¬ 
itor’s Note: now Maple Grove 
Cemetery) to John Burkett, 
Ebenezer Thompson, John A. 
Holton, Joseph Frazee, and 
James W. Coburn for the con¬ 
sideration of one dollar and 
the erection of a “House of 
Worship.” The deed was dated 
January 19, 1829. 

Tme to their tmst the 
meeting house was built which 
served its purpose nearly thirty 
years when it was removed and 
a brick building forty feet by 
sixty fee was erected in 1857. 
For 57 years this building an¬ 
swered the needs of its people. 
Within its walls a great church 
was built. To its pulpit came 
great men. Barton W Stone, 
Raccoon John Smith, Alexan¬ 
der Campbell and many oth¬ 
ers.

SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 

The Bible is full of spiritual explorers, men and women 
who ventured out into the unknown, often against great 
odds and the advice of their friends or family. The Old 
Testament Prophets are perhaps the paradigm of spiritual 
explorers, challenging both the secular and religious 
authorities who governed them. There is a temptation to 
play it safe in religion and to play the dutiful, obedient 
servant, but that risks stagnation. If you want to grow, 
you need to explore, and that may require going to places 
where you wouldn’t expect to find religion. The prophet 
Hosea married a harlot in order to experience God’s 
relationship to Israel. Jesus interacted with the dregs of 
society, tax collectors and people of questionable morals, 
and wasn’t shy about criticizing those thought to be the 
pillars of society. But, perhaps most relevant to spiritual 
exploration is Jesus’ sojourn in the desert. Indeed, a sojourn 
in the wilderness has become a metaphor for spiritual 
exploration. The journey into the wilderness is both an 
escape from the everyday hustle and bustle of life and a 
chance to commune with God. We should find our own 
best way to commune with God, whether that involves 
going off alone to a quiet place or interacting with folks 
with whom we wouldn’t normally interact. - Christopher 
Simon

Someone dropped off an 
old TV at our office over the 
weekend and as a reminder, 
we cannot recycle TVs. 
Rumpke will take TVs in the 
normal, weekly trash pickup, 
and if it is a huge model, and 
you are unable to be at home 
to help put the TV into the 
garbage tmck, give Rumpke 
a call so that they can put a 
helper on the route with the 
scheduled driver. Creative 
Recycling picks up our e- 
scrap including computer 
monitors, but charge a 
minimum of $10 for TV 
disposal. If you are one of 
the 912 households in the 
county that do not subscribe 
to Rumpke trash service, 
we urge you to call 1-877- 
786-7537. Trash pickup is 
included in the utility bills 
for Augusta and Brooksville, 
while mral residents are billed 
directly by Rumpke. For fifty 
cents a day (less than the cost 
of a pop), Rumpke will pick 
up your trash on a weekly 
basis. Quarterly billing is 
$46.50, but if this presents a 
hardship, the company will 
work with you to establish 
special billing. 

Why are we so interested 
in trash service for everyone? 


After pulling numerous bags 
out of the recycling trailers 
containing everything from 
coffee grounds, dirty diapers, 
food scraps, bathroom trash 
and much more, you can 
understand our position! The 
contents of the trailers are 
sorted by hand at the Mason 
County Recycling Center and 
we can assure you that ripping 
open a bag containing food 
scraps that have been in a 
hot, humid trailer for several 
days is not, and will never 
be, a pleasant experience! 
Some, (not all!) folks who do 
not have trash pickup dispose 
of their garbage illegally by 
dumping alongside the road, 
illegally using the recycling 
trailers or illegally using a 
private dumpster. We know 
we are preaching to the choir, 
but please no Styrofoam or 
bags of plastic bags; please 
break down the boxes and if 
you have shredded paper, bag 
it and tie it up. It’s surprising 
how many times we have 
gotten loose shredded paper 
in the trailers which becomes 
useless trash because it is 
impossible to pick those tiny 
pieces off a conveyor belt! 

Good news! Our Tire 
Amnesty will be held 
sometime during the month 
of October!

Commissioner Comer 
said “Udderly Kentucky” 
milk was soft-launched two 
weeks ago in the initial 32 
Walmart stores to assure that 
all shelves were set and the 
distribution pipeline was 
flowing efficiently. The test 
markets for “Udderly Ken¬ 
tucky” milk included Walmart 
stores in Barbourville, Bard- 
stown, Berea, Campbellsville, 
Columbia, Corbin, Danville, 
Frankfort, Glasgow, George¬ 
town, Harrodsburg, Hardins- 
burg, Lawrenceburg, Leba¬ 
non, Leitchfield, Lexington, 
London, Manchester, Mid- 
dlesboro, Monticello, Nicho- 
lasville, Richmond, Somerset, 
Stanford, Tompkinsville, Wil¬ 
liamsburg, and Winchester. A 
list of locations where “Ud¬ 
derly Kentucky” milk is sold 
can be found at www.Udder- 
lyKY.com. 

Three participating Ken¬ 
tucky dairy farm families are 
featured in initial marketing 
materials.
